You need only enough pressure 


o crack the stems, not to crush 
hem.

Edge in Beef 
Price Tussle 


The farmers and the consumers 


are in a no-give tussle over the 
price of America's favorite food- 
beef steak. 


Most families, which usually use 


beefsteak on special 
occasions, 


would use more of it if it were 
cheaper. But farmers won't pro- 
duce more of it until the price of 
cattle is higher. 


Most consumers do not know it, 


but they have more control over 
meat prices -than anyone else. 
Here-is how their control works: 


The average family in this coun- 
ry spends about 5}i per cent of 
ts income for meat. For example, 
suppose that a family receives 
100 every pay day. We mean 


$100 after federal income taxes are 
aken out. Of this $100, about $5.50 
vill be spent for meat. 


Must Be Equal 


In order that-all those who want 
o buy some meat can get it and, 
diversely., in order that no meat 
will be left over to spoil because 
of lack of buyers, prices must be 
set in such a way that the total 
value of the meats is just equal to 
the money that consumers are 
able and willing to spend for them. 


From this fact, it should be ap- 


parent that prices of meats are 
almost sure to rise with every 
major increase in consumer in- 
come and spending power. In the 
same way, prices are 
reduced 


when 
consumer buying power 


takes a tumble. Consumer incomes 
are about four times as high as 
they were 20 years ago, and prices

A good many people still seem to believe that General 


Eisenhower and Senator Taft have extremely divergent 
views on many issues, especially foreign policy, and that in 
some cases their differences are so great as to be irreconcil- 
able: But that beJief can hardly be sustained by a careful 


• reading of what the two men say and what they" stand for. 


Senator Taft's position, of course, is well known on prac- 


tically every question. He has been a public man all his 
adult life, "has long been a leader in the senate, and'has rarely 
hesitated to take a clear stand on any problem. General 
Eisenhower, on the other hand, has achieved his success in a 
very different milieu. It would be unreasonable to suggest 
that he be able to offer an immediate considered opinion on 
• more or less technical questions concerning specific laws and 
sections of laws—when it comes to this, Taft has a vast 
knowledge and experience and Eisenhower has little. But 
in his Abilene speech, and the press conferences which fol- 
lowed, the general made himself perfectly clear on the over- 
riding questions of principle and philosophy which are the 
big things at stake in this or any other election. And it ap- 
pears that he and Senator Taft are in virtual agreement on 
many major issues.

Both, for exantple, feel that high taxes are destructive 


and that an unsound fiscal policy can ruin a country. Both 
are for the free enterprise system, and both are against gov- 
ernment paternalism and unnecessary government control of 


, business and the individual. Both have spoken up for local 


rights and independence. Both are shocked at the spectacle 
of corruption in government. Bo>th are strongly against what 
they regard as the socialistitrtendencies and drives of the 
present administration. Both have made it plain that, if 
nominated, they will make fighting campaigns and will turn 
thumbs down on "me-tooism." 


Even on foreign policy—or most aspects of it—the two 


men differ more in degree than in purpose. Both favor the 
program of arms aid for countries combatting communism, 
both support the cause of full cooperation for defense by the 
free nations. In a late speech, Senator Taft said that he 
. favored keeping the six American divisions which are now in 
;!jEurope there until the countries concerned can defend them- 
•^telves. And General Eisenhower has warned that we can go 
.-top far in our spending abroad and expressed the-hope that 
>the-8ums so used can be reduced.

The general laid down the battle 


lines in a television-radio speech 
last night in which he blasted 
isolationists and declared he was 
in politics primarily because he 
believed peace was at stake in 
the contest for the GOP preslden^f 
tial nomination. 


Outlines Program 


He outlined his own peace and 


world security program in this 
way: 


1. Convince the world that Amer- 


ica has a sincere devotion to peace 
and will not consider proposals 
for a "preventive war." 


2. Support the United Nations, 


the North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization and other security agreeC 
nicnts as instruments for pence. 


3. Pursue a positive foreign pro- 


gram, 
rather 
than a "hand to 


mouth" operation, which will lino 
up the Allies against the enslave- 
ment of any nation. 


4. Build up spiritual and mili- 


tary strength which will convince 
the Russian leaders they must ac- 
cept a "just and practical plan" 
of world disarmament. 


In- firm command of his owr£ 


campaign, 
Eisenhower 
left 
no 


doubt he classed Taft among the 
isolationists. He said a "retreat 
into isolationism" would leave the 
United States 
"encircled 
by a 


savage wolf pack" of Communism. 


Calls Newsmen 


Today the general called a news 


conference to enlarge on his views. 
Later he was to meet with GOP 
National 
Convention* 
delegates 


from Louisiana, where Taft-Eisen-^l 
hower forces are disputing the 
manner in which delegates were 
elected to the national convention 
in Chicago next month. 


The general didn't name Taft 


directly but his remarks were 
billed by Sen. Carlson (R-Kan), an 
advisor, as revealing a wide for- 
eign policy chasnubetween the two 
Republican candidates.

At another point. 
Eisenhower 


said if the Communist expansion 
should cut off America's sources 
of raw materials then the United 
States and her allies would be in 
a desperate plight. He added: 


"This bleak scene would be our, 


lot if we heed the false prophets* 
of living alone—who preach that 
we need do nothing except main- 
tain a destructive retaliatory force 
in the event the Russian armies 
should march. . . . This would be 
the result of a retreat by us into 
isolationism." 


Admit Mistake 


Eisenhower's speech came after 


it became known that his advisers 
admit they had made a mistake in, 
not giving the general free rein tot 
run his own show from the very 
start of his campaign. 


'Ike has taken over in his own 


way," one adviser said', "and he's 
making the decisions." 


His top command now feels that 


the general is more effective as a 
campaigner when he writes his 
own speeches and does things in a 
natural and unplanned manner. 


This may accdunt for the fact 


that there is no firm long-range! 
plan agreed upon that will carry 
he general through the tag-end of 
the campaign into the Chicago con- 
vention. It seems to be the policy 
o let the general play it by car 
he rest of the way.

and dramatic human experiment. 


Time and 60,000 children will tell 


whether it works. 


Very ^ soon . in a few cities hit 


by polio, children will line up for 
injections. 


Half will get a magical medicine 


from human blood-gamma blobu- 
lin or G. G. In monkeys, the G. G. 
shots prevented polio paralysis. 


The other half will get the in- 


jections that look the same but 
lacking the G. G. 


Answer This Full 


Late this fall, the ans>wer will 


be known. Was there less paraly- 
sis or even no paralysis among 
youngsters getting the G. G? Did 
the G. G. blockade the polio virus 
and stop it from hitting human 
nerves? 


If the answer is yes, we have 


a fairly practical way of taking 
the dreadful paralytic sting out of 
polio. But until the human trials 
are run, America's parents, chil- 
dren and doctors will never know 
whether G. G. can do for humans 
what it docs for monkeys that get 
the polio virus.

The polio virus apparently en 


tors our bodies through the mouth 


It doesn't cause any sickness at 


all while it is in our stomachs or 
intestines. 


Can 
R<> .Mild 


It can cause mild sickness, such 


as fever and nausea and soreness 
of muscles, while it is in the blood 
and a few nerve cells of the cen- 
tral nervous system. There is no 
paralysis at this time. 


The virus causes paralysis only

People always recover from po- 


lio if nerve cells are not dam- 
aged, or only a few are hurt. 


They can recover completely or 


greatly even from paralysis. The 
extent of recovery depends upon 
the extent of damage to nerve 
cells. 


Now comes a vital new dis- 


covery, made by Dr. David Bodian 
of Johns Hopkins university and 
Dr. Dorothy Horstmann of Yale, 
in polio work with monkeys and 
chimpanzees. 


(iocs to Blood 


After a few days, the virus goes 


from the intestines to the blood- 
streams of monkeys, BEFORE it 
?ets into the nerves. The virus 
doesn't cause any real sickness 
while it is still in the, blood. 


While it is in their blood, the 


monkeys start making antibodies 


or agents which disarm or neu 
tralize the virus. If the monkeys 
make e n o u g h antibody, soon 
enough, they escape sickness and 
paralysis. If they don't, they fall 
ill of polio. 


Most importantly, the monkeys 


can be protected. They are pro- 
tected by giving them shots of 
gamma globulin, obtained from 
the blood of monkeys which had 
fought off polio, or recovered from 
it. 


No! Vaccine 


The shot of G. G. gives the mon- 


keys the extra antibody to prevent 
paralytic sickness. 


The G. G. is not a vaccine. It 


stays in the blood only a few 
weeks, giving temporary protec- 
tion. 


Science doesn't know yet wheth- 


er the virus behaves the same way 
in humans, and whether the G. G. 
antibodies could protect humans. 


That is why human tests must 


be made, why some children must 
get the G. G. shots while others 
do not. There is no other way of 
learning whether G. G. can do any 
?ood. This is exactly the same 
kind of test that is always made 
wtih any new drug. Some people 
?et the new thing, while others 
do not, to see if the new thing 
makes any difference. 


The 
American National Red 


Cross will supply the antibody G. 
G. for the experiments, taking it 
from blood donated to the Red 
Cross. Only the G. G. part of the 
blood is needed.

Currier and Ives, known today
